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Continuation of 11 : 

The request for reconsideration has been considered but NOT placed the 
application in condition for allowance because: 

1. Rejection under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph: 

In response to applicant's arguments on pages 6-7, applicant 
asserts that claims are not indefinite- the claims are merely broad. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees since how broad the claims 
10, 14, and 18 are as claims direct an exhaust gas control apparatus 
having no controller unit co-operating with sensors in order that a turbine 
rotation controller/turbine rotation amount adjusting means, an injection 
controller/after injection performing means, a compressor are able to 
perform their functions as adjusting an amount of energy, injecting fuel, 
and adjusting a work amount of the compressor due to the engine 
operation parameter(s). 

Claims 10, 14, and 18 are incomplete for omitting a structural 
connectivity of a controller unit (ECU) and sensors. Accordingly, claims 
10, 14, and 18 are indefinite (emphasis added). 

Therefore, the rejections of claims 10, 14, and 18 and theirs 
dependent claims under rejection of 112, second paragraph should be 
sustained. 
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3. Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a): 

See Response to the arguments set forth on Page 15-19 of the Office 
Action mailed on 07/13/2010. 

Continuation of 13 . Other: 

On Page 3 of the office Action mailed on 07/13/2010, the paragraph of "Claims 
13 and 17, the recitation of "the injection controller ... based on temperature at 
which the catalyst is activated" has been withdrawn, because of typo errors.
